Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that claim 47 is patentably 
distinct because "the first portion is not modified before it is copied to the hard disk" and "the official notice does not assert that the data 
copied from the RAM to the hard disk is unmodified data." (Applicant's Reply at pages 4-5.) The examiner disagrees: whether the data is 
modified is irrelevant. It is obvious, in view of the Tsukidate reference and the facts officially noticed, that when the first portion of the EPG 
is no longer needed, its address reference is changed from the RAM to the hard disk, where it was originally stored. This amounts to 
copying the first portion from the RAM to the hard disk, regardless of whether the data itself has been modified. Therefore, claim 47 is not 
patentable for the reasons asserted by Applicant. 

In response to Applicant's traverse of facts officially noticed in the rejection of claim 52, the examiner makes of record U.S. Patent No.
